der with what Senſe you can interpret 
a Deſign to deſtroy the Parliament, 
fince all the World knows he parted 
with his Power to diffolve the Parlia- 
ment too. Bur ſee how doubly unjuf 
you are; you accuſe him for not cal. 
ing Parliaments ſo often as he was 
bound to do by the Law, once a Year, 
(as you ſay) or oftner, bur never con 
ſider how that is impoſſible to be done 
without diſſolving them as often, fo 
doing which, notwithſtanding, with 
ſo much Clamour, you condemn him. 
Thus you charge him with Inconſiſten- 
cies, and may with much more Reaſon 
accuſe him for calling Parliaments, be- 
cauſe if he had nor called them, he 
could never have diffolved them, which 
is very like your way of Argument. 
But much better than you commonly 
uſe; for your next, (to remove an Ob- 
jection out of your way) is thus ma- 
naged : The King, and not the Judges 
and evil Councellors, ought to be ac 
| countable 
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And theſe are the Fundamental 0 
the Charge, only Suppoſitions of ln. 
tentions and Deſigns, which how far 
you have proved juſt or profitable, le 
any Man bur your ſelf judge, The 
Courſe you take afterwards, is much re 
worſe, in my Opinion, for you make 
your own Grounds, and either ng: 
prove them at all, or (which is worſe 
prove them upon their own Bottom, as 
when yeu take upon you to ſtate the 
Ground of your Wars, and prove the 
King to be the Cauſe of it, yon doit thus 
The King (you ſay) ſer up his Stand- 
ard of War for the Advancement and 
Upholding of his Perſonal Interef 
Power, and prerended Prerogative, a 
gainſt the publick Intereſt of comma 
ight, Peace, and Safety. How de 
you prove this? Becauſe he fought fo 
the Militia, for a Power to call and 
diſſolve Parliaments, a negative Voit 
to make Judges, confer Honours, gram 
Pardons, make Corporations, inhance 
or debaſe Money, and avoid his ow 
Grants. Theſe you call his Perſon 
Intereſt, Power, and Prerogative, whid 
you ſay he fought for: Now, put tht 

- Poſition and Proof together, and ſe 
what Senſe it will make; truly mm 
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but this: That he made War for his 
prerogative, becauſe he fought for his 
rerogative : Is not this fine Logick! 
ut ſuppoſe ir were Senſe, how do you 
ove he fought for his Prerogative? 
o this you have not one Word to ſay ; 
and why then ſhould we rather take 
four Word than the King's, who pro- 
eſted he took Arms in Defence of the 
Proteſtant Religion, the Liberty of the 
Subject, the Priviliges of Parliament, 
nd Laws of England? Certainly there 
no Man in his Wits, but would ra- 
her believe his Words, than your Ar- 
wuments, if he does but conſider that 
ge moſt improbable Part of all, (he 
reteſted to fight for the Defence of 
e Privileges of Parliament) is found- 
Experience to be no Paradox: How 
ue the reſt is, Time will inſtruct you. 
put yer I cannor ſee, why we ſhould 
ſt rather believe them, than the Pre- 
aces of the Parliament, which were 
ate to fight in Defence of his Perſon, 
nd their own Privileges, which how 
ey have performed, your ſelf can 
l; bur all this while you miſtake 
ur own Queſtion, which was nor 
e night of the Cauſe, but the Cauſe, 
(as you have it) the Occaſion of the 
3 War; 
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War; and if you had a Purpoſe u 
know that, Actions had been the ci 
Guide of your Inquiry; for Intention 
and Words are uncertain, and if they 
make no Aſſaults in private Quarrel, | 
know not why they ſhould in public; 
and therefore, ſince we can never agre 
about the Truth of more remote Cau- 
ſes, 'tis moſt juſt for us to place the 
Cauſe of the War, where we find the 
firſt Breach of the Peace. Now; that 
the King was cleared of this, all indi- 
ferent Men, who had the Unhappinels 
ro be acquainted with the Method 0 
their own Undoing, can very well te- 
ftify. And if the Parliament ſhould 
deny it, their own Votes would con- 
tradict them, as well as their Actions; 
for when they firſt raiſed Horſe and 
Arms, they pretended to do ſo, becaul 
it appeared, the King, ſeduced by 
wicked Counſel, intended to male 
War againſt the Parliament; whereb 
they confeſs he had not then done! 
and they had ſo little Ground to mak 
it appear he ever would, that the) 
were fain to uſurp the Right of hi 
Cauſe, to juſtify their own; and, ti 
ſay, took Arms for the Defence of lt 
King; which, if we grant, it mob 
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w, they firſt made War againſt him; 
no Body elſe ever did, againſt 
hom they could poflibly defend him; 
or did their Actions, in offering the 
| Violence, leſs declare who began 
be War, when having an Army ready 
) invade him, before he ſer up his 
andard, they both followed and ſer 
don him, as they did at Eadge-hill, 
o as far as you can, you will ſtill find 
je Scots (whoſe Quarrel the Parlia- 
nent took up at the ſecond Hand, as 
dell as they followed their Examples) 
ere the firſt Beginners of all. 

This being granted, how the King 
ould afterwards do leſs than he did, 
cannot underſtand : Firſt, he was 
bound by the Law of Nature (which 
ou ſay is Legiſlarive, and hath a ſuſ- 
penfive Power over all Human Laws) 
o defend himſelf, Secondly, By his 
Coronation Oath, which he took to 
keep the Peace. And how could he do 
that, but by his raiſing Power to ſup- 
preſs thoſe who had already broken ir ? 
Thirdly, By the Laws of the Land, 
which, you ſay, truſted him with the 
Power of the Sword. And how could 
le preſerye that Truſt, if he had ſate 
ul, and ſuffered others, not only to 

take 
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take ir from him, but to uſe it again} 
him? 

But it is moſt probable that he neyer 
intended it, elſe he was very unwiſe 
to let them be before-hand with hin nun 
in ſeizing upon his Caſtles, Magazine 
and Ships; for which there can be wen 
Reaſon imagin d, bur that he was loath 
to give them any Occaſion (in ſecuring” 
them) to ſuſpect he did but intend a i 
War. And by all this, I doubt not but 
it appears plain enough to all Rational 
Men, that he was ſo far from being the 
Cauſe of the War, that he rather fel 
into it by avolding it; and. that he 
avoided it fo long, till he was fain to 
rake Arms at ſo great a Diſadvantage, 
as he had almoſt as good have {ate 
ſtill, and ſuffered. And in this you 
have uſed the King with the ſame ]u- 
{tice the Chriſtians received from Nen, 
who having ſer Rome on Fire himſelf, 
a Sacrifice to his own wicked Genty, 
laid the Odium of it on the Chriſtians, 
and pur them to Death for it. 

Bur this way you found to fair and 
open for your purpoſe, and therefore 
declined it; for having proved his In- 
tentions by his Defires, and his Actions 
by his Intentions, you attempt a mote
